“By the time that the profession 
of social sclen¢e, pure and applicd, 
includes as many men and women as 
ore now engaged In natural sclence, 
it will have solved major problems 
of new method, and the results will 
have altered.the whole intellectual 
climate.” 

Dr. Huxley spoke this week end 
at a banquct in tls honour arranged 
by the Smithsonian Institution, the 
American Association . for the Ad- 
vancement of Selence, and the 
Scientific Monthly,- His theme was 
essentially on optimistic one, tracing 
the different problems of ‘valucs, bias, 
research, and correlation which are 
faced by the scientific method when 
it turns from natural to social 
scefence, but always’ indicating from

On Railway

witout indulging in wishful 
thinking, it is Interesting to 
consider, In the light of roported 
disturbances among the popu- 
lace, some of the administrative 
problems that have to be dealt 
with by Russia’s military stat 
and. similar authorities in 
Leningrad. < 


There is, of course, the large civil 
population of the city to be fed and 
provided with fuel and other neces~ 
sarics, a problem that In normal 
times, according, to all reports, Is not 
very successfully dealt with. Pre- 
sumably a good deal is supplied from 
stocks in the surroundini districts, 
but-much-must-arriveby-ratlsparti=| 
cularly in the winter months, when 
the Gulf of Finland is frozen. 


It fs, I think, safe to assume that 
the normal eclvil population has not to 
any considerable extent been eva-+ 
cuated, It may even have been in- 
creased by an influx of labour to 
assist milllary organisations; When 
‘one superimposes on the normal 
population the army In the’ isthmus, 
which must mean -an additional quare 
ter to half’a million mouths, the food 
een alone must be a serious pro- 

om, 


Added to that the railways have to 
carry troop trains, munitions and 
other military stores, Their conpes- 
tion must be great, Leningrad is 
obviously a bottleneck and the conflict 
in it of civil and military interests 
must be acute. it would need on 
administrator of gentus to ‘ensure a 
smooth-running orgunisation, 


There ore many questions one 
would like to ask. We hear of fresh 
troops in many’ thousands from cen- 
tral Russia and even from Siberla, 
But what huppens to troops with- 
drawn from the fight after failure 
and how are the wounded disposed 
of? Are they filling the hospitals of 
Leningrad? How are ‘the rallways 
standing up to abnormal traMe and 
how long will they function eMeient- 
ly? 

It is nol*only the isthmus _baitle 
that places a strain on Leningrad, 
for the Murmansk railway hos its 
southern terminus there, Although Jt 
may not-Involve using cach Line’s 
terminus,: the -rallways leading to 
Leningrad must certainly carry troops 
and other trains destined for the 
Murmaonsk Hne. The, suecesston of 
Finnish victories all along the eastern 
frontict must therefore affect the 
whole railway .system which centres 
on Leningrad, The strain they throw 
on the Murmansk rallway itself ‘is 
obviows. Fresh troops will be needed 
and ‘much lost. material will require 
replacement, in addition to enormous 
maintenance supplics, _- : 

One gathers that the Russlans dre 
moking great use of motor transport 
with their forces on the castern front, 
But how casualties In vehicles will bo 
made good and how petrol suppllda 
for continuous intensive working will 
be maintained it will bo Interesting to 
know. Greatly as ‘I. admire the 
fallantry and leadership of the Finns 
1 cannot help feeling that the measure

eMelency of Russian administrative 
services, which will bo increasingly 
tested ns the. war gocs on. .
